It has been brought to our 
notice and we are satisfied that the scheme proposed in the 
said Act would be inadequate for the achievement of the goal 
which we have always kept in view in the matter of the 
governance of our State. We, therefore, hereby declare that 
the said Act shall be repealed and in its pice . “The Govern- 
ment of Palanpur State Act 1946” shall be enacted. We 
are confident that this measure will tend to achieve the goal 
which we had always kept in view. In enacting the present. 
Act we have taken the r pportunity of providing for various 
other matters which are ir.cidental to the achievement of goal. 
Our earnest prayer is as it was on the last occasion, that our 
beloved subjects shall co-operate with us and our administra- 
tion in making this enactment a success The operation of 
this Act will give our subjects an opportunity of increasing 
association in the administration of our State and will enable 
the State, with their co-operation and help, to take its proper

AND WHEREAS it is, therefore, considered expedient to 
repeal the said Act and to enact a measure which will tend 
to achieve the goal which His Highness has in view and to 
provide for various other matters which are incidental to the 
said object ;

(i) any person born within the limits of the 
State, or 

(if) any person who has resided permanently within 
the limits of the State at least for a period 
of five years before the prescribed date, or 

(iii) any person holding immovable property as 
an owner, provided that such property or 
interest therin was acquired not less than 
two years before the prescribed dale, or 

(iv) A child, grand-child, or great grand child 
of any of the persons falling under cate- 
gories (i), (ii), or (iii) above, or 

(v) any person who has been in the service of 
the State for a period of two years before the 
prescribed date. 

EXPLANATION 1.— ‘Prescribed date’ means the date 
prescribed from time to time in regard to any particular 
matter. 

EXPLANATION II;— A person shall be deemed to have 
resided permanently within the limits of the State, if he 
uses a house in the State as a sleeping place for the 
greater part of the year and a person is not deemed to have 
ceased to reside in a place merely because he is absent from 
it or has another dwelling place outside the State in which 
he resides, if he is at liberty to return to the house In the 

State at any time and has not abandoned his intention of 
returning. 
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(10) ‘Year’ means a period of 12 (twelve) months from 
the first day of November to the thirty first day of October in 
the following year; 

(U) ‘Law’ includes any ordinance, firman, circular, 
order or direction made, issued or given by or under the 
authority of His Highness and having the foice of Law;

THE EXECUTIVE. 


4. (1) The executive authority of the State shall vest in 
Executive Council, and be exercised by His Highness either dire- 
ctly or through an Executive Council or any officer of the State. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Act and subject 
also to such rules of business and other orders or directions, 
as His Highness may be pleased to give, the Executive Council 

'shall exercise such powers and prform such functions as may 
be delegated to it by His Highness.

8. No person shall be included in the electoral roll or 
vote at any election, if he is for the time being disqualified from 
voting under any of the provision of any law for the time be- 
ing in force. 

9. No person shall vote at any election if he is for the 
time being undergoing a sentence of transportation or imprisonment. 

10. The Rural Constituencies shall be divided into terri- 
torial circles as shown in schedule V. 

11. No person shall be included in the electoral roll for 
or vote at any election unless he is ordinarily residing within 
the limits of such circle. 


12 There shall be two elections for Rural Constituencies 
(1) Primary and (2) Final. 

13. At the Primary election each of the circles shall elect 
four persons who shall be called the delegates for the circle. 
At least one delegate in each of such circles shall be a Mus- 
lim. Delegates to be elected shall possess qualifications speci- 
fied in Section 1 6.

19. No person shall be included in the electoral roll of 
the Jahagirdars’ constituency unless he has a share in a Jaha- 
gir village in the State. 
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‘ ' 20c Jahagirdar»S' constituency shall elect four persons to be 
the members of the Raj Sabha. The Jahagirdar’s constituency 
shall be divided into three groups viz. (1) Rajput, (2) Roli Thakarda 
and (3) General. Each group shall have a separate roll, subject to 
the provisions of section 15. (a) no person other than a Rajput 
Jahagirdar shall be included in the electoral roll for that group; 
(b) ho person other than Koli thakarda Jahagirdar shall be 
included for the electorol rail for that group and (c) no person 
other than those belonging to Hetani, Bihari, Pathan, Khokhar 
and Zalori families shall be included in the electoral roll for the 
general group. 

21. The Rajput and the Roli Thakarda Jahagirdars groups 
shall each be entitled to elect one person to be a member of 
the Raj Sabha. 

22. The general group shall elect two persons to be the 
members of the Eaj Sabha. 

Municipal Constituency 

23. There shall be two Municipal Constituencies; — 

(1) Palanpur Municipal Constituency, and 

(2) Deesa Municipal Constituency. 

No person shall be included in the electoral roll of the 
said -two constituencies unless he is a Councillor of that 
particular municipality. Each of the said constituencies shall 
elect one person out of their own body to be a member of 
the Raj Sabha. 

Industries Constituency. 

24. There shall be Industries Constituency. The members 
of such constituency shall be an individual, a body or a firm 

carrying on or connected with industries within the limits of 
the State. 

■ -.u individual, body or firm, carrying on or connected 

with industnes within the limits of the state Shall be entered 



in the register of constituents for election of the Industries Con- 
stituency unless such individual body or firm has a place of 
business within the limits of the State and has been approved 
by His Highness. 

£6. A constituent, the name of which has been entered 
in the register of constituents for election to the Industries Con- 
stituency, shall nominate one representative on its behalf! Such 
representative shall be entitled to vote at an election of the 
Industries Constituency. Such representative shall not be disqu- 
alified to be nominated and to vote by reason only of the fact 
that he is not a State subject within the meaning of this Act. 

27. The members of the Raj Sabha to be elected by the 
Industries Constituency shall be of such number, not exceeding 
5, as His Highness may from time to time direct. 

28. A list of Constituents approved by His Highness under 
rule 25 shall be published in the official Gazette. Such list 
shall from time to time be liable to be altered by the order of 
His Highness. 

29. In so far as provision with respect to any matter is 
not made by the provisions of the Act or the Schedule, His 
Highness may make rules for carrying into effect the foregoing 
provisions and securing the due constitution of the Raj Sabha 
and in particular but without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing words, with respect to- 

(i) the notification of vacancies; including casual vacan- 
cies and the proceedings to be taken for filling vacancies; 

(ii) the conduct of elections; 

(iii) the nomination of candidates 

(iv) the expenses of candidates at elections; 

(v) corrupt practices and other offences, at or in connection 
with elections, 

(vi) the decisions of doubts and disputes arising out of or 
in connection with elections; 

(vii) the manner in which the rules are to be carried into 

effect. • ■ ,
